as was my Gunner, who had been taken Prifoners at Campechy, 
as well as the Mafter’s Son, they told me the Ship was of New 
England, from a Town called Buffon, The Owner and’ the - 
whole Ships Company came on-board: the 3oth, and the Na» 
vigator of the Ship, Capt. Shapley, told-me, his Owner was 
a fine Gentleman, and Major General of the largeft Colony 
in New England, called the Ma'techufets , fo I received him 
like a Gentleman, and told him, my.

I having ftore of good Salt Provifions, of Venifomand Pith, 
that Capt. de Romquillo had faited (by my-order) in my abfence,
